"The steady, even !ho n*d rapid, increase in tenantry in the 


north, central and c.-'st divisions, ' declared Professor Vo»t, "partx-n 
larly in those stetions where land values are hiuhes!, indicates the ap- 
proacli i;f problems most serious for I hose who will in future aduallv 
live on the farms." 


Tenantrv is lefldinu to ownership ever taorf slowly in Ohio as in 


other .states, said Professor Voul. statistics showiii"- that in the older 
counties niu'-c than fio per cent ot tenants arc '•}') \ears of age or older 
and the ajre of ownership six years older than '20 years a-i'o. 


"The separation of ownership from the operation of farms, 1' he 


said, "invohes a division oi'total income from the land. The rise in 
land values camnean only that ultimalely Ihe share of the income RO- 
ing to the landlord will increase through rising rents, or will become 
a permanent burden on the hind thru the price paid for il by the 
purchaser.
